12,000 American soldiers jammed 
into the shell-shattered ruins of the 
Philippines Hall of Congress to- 
night t<5r a noisy but orderly mass 
protest to the demobilizaton slow- 
down and thundered approval ol 
a resolution calling tor a congres- 
sional investigation. 


Boos rang tnrough the hall as 


an enlisted man, acting as chair- 
man, read a statement from Lt 
Gen. 
W. D. Styer, commanding 


Army forces in the Western Pa- 
cific, explaining the delay in home- 
bound trips. 


Earlier, thousands of milling en- 


listed men had marched to Styer's 
headquarters and sent in a com- 
mittee of five, which was told by 
the general that the "changing in- 
ternational situation" 
prevented 


sending all eligible men home at 
once. 


Long before 6 p m., service- 


men began gathering and climb- 
ing the twisted masonry fronting 
the great flight of ruined steps to 
the Capitol entrance, 
where a 


make-shift stjge had been set up 
with a wheezing loudspeaker. 


Lot in Front Packed 


By the time T/4 Harold Schiff- 


rin. Rochester, N. Y., the chair- 
man, called the meeting to order 
the triangular lot in front ol the 
legislative hall was packed with 
thousands of soldiers. 


They cheered as one by one en 


listed men took the stage and 
spoke their mmd.

haired Suzanne Degnan, 6, was 
kidnaped for $20,000 ransom to- 
day and her father, a 57,500 a 
'ear government employe, 
ap- 


pealed by radio for her safe re- 
,urn, promising "I'll give you the 
money." 


James Degnan, 36, Chicago OPA 


executive, made the special ap- 
peal within a few hours afte: 
the Chicago City News Bureau 
reported the kidnapper had tele- 
phoned the family to repeat the 
ransom demand made in a note 
left near Suzanne's bed early to- 
day. 


"If you have any sympathy or 


understanding in your heart, you 
will return the child to the fam- 
ily," Degnan said in a local broad- 
cast over WMAQ, an NBC out- 
let. 


"Please let me know what I can 


do, how I can contact you. I'll 
give you the money. I'll do any- 
thing to get my child back. If 
you harm her. God will repay 
you. Please, please do not harm 
her." 


Kidnapper Misled 


Suzanne was abducted apparent- 


ly by someone misled by the size 
of the Degnan home into believing 
her a child of wealth. 


The Degnans share a north side- 


residence at 5943 Kenmore ave- 
nue with an attorney and his 
wife and their daughter and son- 
in-law. 


Suzanne was missed from hei 


bed at 7:30 a. m., when her fath- 
er went to call her for school. The 
City News Bureau said the kid- 
naper telephoned at 10 a. m., to 
reiterate the ransom demand to 
Degnan who earlier had told news- 
men: 


'"I have no money and I know 


of no reason why I should be a 
target for a kidnaping ransom." 


The news bureau" said tne tele- 


phone call was made by a man. 
Police traced the call to a number 
in the Rogers Park district. The 
section in which the Degnans live 
is known as Edgewater and ad- 
joins the Rogers Park district on 
the south.. 


,-A ransom .note, found, in the. 


girl's room stressed that the fam- 
ily not notify the police or the 
newspapers or the child would be 
harmed. 


Threats Repeated 


The threats were repeated over 


the telephone, the news bureau 
said, and the caller insisted on the 
ransom,

Lt. Gen. Erich Von Dem 
Bach-Zelewski told the Interna- 
tional Military Tribunal today that 
the nazis attacked Russia with a

Calmly and without batting an 


eye, 
the 46-year-old ardent nazi 


admitted that brutality was di- 
rected especially against Partisans 
on the Eastern front and asserted 
that the German high command 
could not help being fully aware 
of the methods used. 


His testimony was against the 


22 ranking nazis on trial as war 
criminals before the court of the 
United States, Great Britain, Rus- 
sia and France. He commanded 
German units which suppressed 
the Warsaw uprising m 1944 and 
was awarded the Knight's Cross 
by Hitler for his systematic de- 
struction of the Polish capital in a 
61-day siege. 


Himmler Set Goal 


Before that, Heinnch Himmler 


of the Gestapo had 
designated 


him chief of all counter activities 
against Russian Partisans, and 
he is reputed to have been selected 
by Himmler to lead the nazi post- 
war underground. 


Bach-zelewski 
testified 
that 


Himmler, since a suicide, set the 
figure of 30,000,00 Slavs to 
eliminated. He said there were 
no written orders on how to deal 
with Partisans but he declared 
that the methods used "certainly 
were kno\vn" because 
full 
re- 


ports were made on every oper- 
ation. 


Standing stiffly erect, he dis- 


closed under questioning by the 
Russian prospcutor that the nazis 
formed a special brigade made up 
of criminals—murderers and rob- 
bers—to combat the Partisans. 


He said the brigade was organ- 


ized presumably with consent of 
the high command, but asserted 
that he personally disapproved of 
using a field unit of "such

George C. Marshall met today 
with government and Communist 
peace negotiators and at the end 
of the first historic session de- 
clared that "we have made prog- 
ress. 


President Truman's special en- 


voy, making his first comment 
since he stepped into the midst 
of the Chinese negotiations after 
the rivals agreed to methods lead- 
ing to a truce, said the confer- 
ences would be resumed tomor- 
row. 


Marshall met about three hours 


with Gen. Chou En-Lai, head of 
the delegation the Communists 
sent here to talk pea re. and Gen. 
Chang Chun, representing the Chi- 
nese government. 


All three emerged smiling from 


the conference. Both Chang and 
Chou agreed with Marshall that 
progress had been made. 


Earlier Chou had predicted that 


a truce halting the spotted fight- 
ing in China's civil turmoil would 
be made effective before Thursday, 
when China's all-party conference 
opens its peace meeting designed 
to skirt the peril of civil war and 
work out a program of peace and 
unity. 


It was reported reliably that the 


"cease fire" order would be given 
when the committee of three con- 
cludes its work, possibly tomor- 
row. 


After the conference, Marshall 


told reporters it would be "highly 
undesirable" to disclose the char- 
acter of the talks now, but prom-

At 
Lowell park the main road along 
the river bank was closed to traf- 
fic as flood waters overflowed the 
river banks and swept across the 
area along the river.

No heavy ice jams were reported 


in this area, however, and it was 
believed that the flood had reached 
its crest and was receding slowly. 
One heiv/ Uu jam was reported 
to have formed in Rock river near 
Erie, which was partly dislodged 
by the heavy flow of flood'water 
Sunday and was causing only 
minor concern today.

that I unhesitatingly present it as 
authentic, even though it has not 
been offered publicly beyond the 
limited reports of Air Corps Gen- 
eral Arnold. Furthermore, it fur- 
nishes tsc key to the congression- 
al issues under debate, to-wit: 


Point 1. The next war will be 


fought on our own soil. This is a 
logical expectation because this 
nation has no mental capacity for 
aggression, but only for defense, 
and science has destroyed the 
value of our geographical ram- 
parts (the broad oceans and two 
vast, weak and sympatheic adjoin- 
ing nations). * * * 


Point 2. The invasion will come 


from Europe or Asia or both si- 
multaneously. This is certain be- 
cause the only nations which could 
conceivably oppose us politically 
and who have the military re- 
sources to challenge us are in 
those two continents.

The prospect of attack no doubt 
would contemplate leveling the 
big auto plants and Chicago and 
its vast rail yards as flat and 
thoroughly as Nagasaki was de- 
stroyed. It could be followed by 
direct bombing attacks from air- 
planes. '

No doubt both methods would 


be used in any thorough scheme. 
From a military standpoint, these 
ventures would have the nature 


invasion. 


This, at any rate, is the bare 


nucleus of the next war's pros- 
pects as of today. 
It seems to 


say primarily that unification of 
the armed forces is essential. Com- 
plete coordination and immediate 
use of every weapon would be 
necessary. 
The Navy would pro- 


tect commercial sea and air lanes 
and bases in the oceans, but the 
primary responsibility would rest 
upon the air, land and supply 
forces of both branches of the 
service. 


It would seem to require also 


the maintenance of a scientific 
and substantial air and land force 
equipped and ready to move at a 
moment, since speed is the critical j 
point. The youth draft would be 
of little consequence in such a 
war. The war could well be over 
before such reserves • could be 
mustered. 


Now science, terrified at its 


own discovery of atomic destruc- 
tion, wants to prepare our defense 
on that score by outlawing the 
use of their weapon.

This no doubt will be done, but 


unless all the natural laws of war 
and human beings are simultan- 
eously repealed, and men become 
angels all of a sudden, every ef- 
fective weapon will be used in the 
next war as in all past wars.

January 15 is a tax deadline. It 
does not affect everyone, it af- 
fects about 10,000,000 out of 50,- 
000,000 taxpayers. 


You're one of the 10,000,000 


and bv January 15 must do some- 
thing about the tax on your 1945 
income if— 


1. You've been making quarterly 


payments on your estimated tax 
for 1945. The fourth, final pay- 
ment is due January 15. 


2. You've been making the pay- 


ments but under-estimated the tax 
owed by more than 20 per cent 
You must make the correction by 
January 15. There's a penalty it 
you don't. 


3. You should have, but didn't, 


file an estimate on 1945 tax. 


4. You're a farmer who hasn't 


.paid any tax on 1945 income. 


The full 1945 income tax was 


withheld regularly in 1945 from 
the wages or salaries of about 40.- 
000,000 people. They knew early 
last year it would be deducted. 


So they didn't have to file an 


estimate or make any quarterly 
payments. The full tax was de- 
ducted from wages or salaries up 
to $5.000.

But last March 15 about 10,- 


000.000 people did have to file an 
estimate. Those who had to do this 
were: 


1 Persons whose 1945 wages 


more than $5,000, plus $500 for 
each 
exemption 
besides a tax- 


payer's own exemption. 


Then m quarterly installments 


he had to pay the difference be- 
tween the amount of tax withheld 
from his \vages and the full tax 
due on his income. 


2 Persons who had more than 


$100 income in 1945, in addition 
to the wages from which tax 
regularly was withheld. 


3. Persons— like 
merchants, 


landlords, doctors, lawyers—who 
received income from which taxes 
were not withheld. They had to 
make an estimate on their in- 
come and tax due then pay the 
tax in quarterly installments. 


4. Farmers. 
Under the 
law 


farmers didn't have to file an 
estimate in 1945 on 1945 income 
but were allowed until Tan. 15,
